The “ blool accusation’ has again. been revived with the recurrence 6f 
Passover. The scene- of this latest. revival is the neighbourhood of 
Smyrna, a city where in former years the apy of Passover was dreaded by 
the Jews on account of the outrages to which they were fr quently subjected 


through the spreading of the absurd calumny that they used Christian blood. Of 
jate years, happily, owing to the hold which enlightened ideas have obtained 6n 


the minds of the Christian p pul ition, and ina lai ve measure too to the excellent 


attitude taken up by the Greek clergy, little las been heard in the province of 
Anatolia of the “ blood accusation.” The incident narrated by our Smyrna cor- 
respondent happily passed over without any serious trouble ; but the absence of 
violence is in no way due to any self-repression on the part of a Greek mob. It 
seems that two Jewish pedlars, whilst visiting a village situated about 
six hours’ distance from Smyrna, were observed carrying a sack, and a cry was 
raised that it contained the body of a Christian child. The Jews were at oxce 
hustled, and but for the timely arrival of the police might have been s-riously 
maltreated. It did not strike the fanatical Greeks that if a crime, such as they 
alleg-d, had been perpetrated, the murderers would hardly have run the risk of 
carrying their victim about «ith them in so open a manner. The principal local 
authority wisely suggested that the sack should be examined in the public 
square ; but even when it was found that it contained nothing but 6ld clothes 
the Greeks were not satisfied. They then jumped to the conclusion that the 
supposed murderers had concealed the corpse as soon as they saw that their 
crime had been discovered. The two men were accordingly placed under arrest 
and escorted to another village for safety. It was not until two days afterwards 
that in compliance with instructions from the Governor-General of Smyrna they 
were sent to that city, where an inquiry soon elicited’ their innocence, especially 
as no child was missing. The Greek clergy, however, deserve every acknow- 
ledgment for their judicious conduct in appeasing the minds of their ignorant and 
easily inflamed flock. 


In view of the Festival in aid of the Funds of the Jews’ Free S hool. 
which will take place in June, under the presidency of Lord Rothschild, the 
Report of the Committee of the Institution, of which we give a full abstract 
elsewhere, is deserving of attentive and sympathetic study. The educationa, 
successes achieved by the great School have long since become familiar in ou, 


mouths as household words. Indeed, it would seem as though the ihstitution 


were in the position of the famous military commander of old, and had failed to 
find fresh worlds to conquer. Despite its recent enlargement the School is full, 
80 that any advance in point of numbers is impossible, while as to the character 
of the teaching, that perfection I) is. alinost been reached has heen proved over 
and over again by the most unexe: ptionable witness, Her Majesty's Inspector. 
When the number of passes falls only very slightly short of a hundred per 
cent. it tnust be clear— -to practical educationists especially —that in this direction, 
too, the way to further improvement is blocked. The perfection of the mechan- 
ism, however, is not an unmixed advantage. It moves. so smoothly that we are 
apt to leave it too much to itself, and to overlook its claims upon our attention. 
We are so accustomed to thi periodical recital of the really remarkable excel- 
lences of the School that we have ceased to inquire into the material resources 
from which it obtains its motive power, or to ask ourselves whether we are fully 
discharging the duties we owe it. It is difliculi in iny other ay to account for 

comparative neglect with whicl an institution that isdoing such enormous and 


such valuable work is treated by the community. It will hardly be credited 
that while the expenditure reaches nearly £11,000, the annual subscriptions 


amount to the ridiculously small sum of £340—the exact amount contributed in 
weekly pence by the children themselves. 


The Committee have acted, then, with considerable wisdom In laising in 
their new Report the much vexed question of denominational versus undenomi- 
national education. Since the prophesying of stnooth things has not succeeded 
hitherto in awakening the communal conscience it is well to try what polemics 
will do. vd) ‘ous on They ire not 
so blinded by partisanship as to deny-the desirability of undenominational teach 
ing in certain cases.

CORRESPONDENCE, 
ANGLO-JEWISH ARCH HOLOGICAL EXHIBITION, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sik,—Altogether apart from the merits, or otherwise, of the scheme, the prop 
sal to demolish the Bevis Marks Synagogue has served to prove the existence of a 
very rewarkable wide-spread interest in Anglo-Jewish history. 

It has occurred to me that this feeling might be utilized to the general interes 
and with great advantage to the community, by the promotion of a temporary 
‘ Archwological Exhibition of records of Anglo-Jewish history. 

This suggestion has been received with much favour by a few gentlemen who 
have given in their adhesion, and a preliminary Executive Committee is now in 
course of formation, with a view to ascertain how far our proposal is practicable 
what amount of public support we might expect, and to complete all incidental 
initiatory arrangements. 

Among the chief objects of the proposed Exhibition, as at present imagined are ; 

1. The collection of reeords of Jewish hist ry in this country which havea 
special bearing upon the early immigration, and the history of the emancipation up 
to the pres-nt date, together with ail relics in connection therewith, 


2. The collection of portraits, prints, &c., of early immigrants and representa- 
tive Jewish families 


3. The securing, by photography and otherwise, of permanent records of the 
graves of Anglo-Jewish worthies, many of which are fast crambling away. 

+. The Exhibition of objects employed in synaygogal rervice and in religious 
ceremooies, as well as antiquities and other curiosities having a direct bearing on 


the subject. 

This proposal has not been formulated without preliminary inquiry into the 
matter and its practical details. There is every reason to hope from the vo-opera- 
tion already offered, and from the quantity of interesting material which exists, that 
an Exhibition could be organized which wou'd not only be financially successful, 
but interesting alike to Jew avd Christian, Such an undertaking would serve to 
promote among our countrymen a lasting interest in the History of British Jews ; 
it would vindicate our past in their eyes—for vindication is still required to combat 
ignorance—while the mere catalogue of the Exhibition would ferm a work of refer 
ence for fature generations and Historians, 

I trust, Sir, that this movement will commend itself to your readers, and that 
their support wall be enlisted. If this prove to be so, the provisional Executive 
Committee will shortly publish further particulars,

The Report of the Jews’ Free School for the past year has just been issued 
It states that there are 3,350 children on the revister, and th r ‘inany other | 
applying for admission in vain owing to the school being full. The 
attendance is 3,150, or as high as 94 per cent. 

The Report submits a very strong plea on behalf of 
in the case of such children as constitute a large f 
school. It would be simply cruelty, it is urg: ig 
able to speak a word of English to the rough companionship of an English Board

Some very instructive figures are quoted in the Report to show how favour- 
ibly the Jews’ Free School compares with non-Jewish schools. The number of 
children on the registe rin English schools (Board and Denominational t 
represents only JU) per ce nt. of the minodation. while the average all ndan 
was only 754 per cent. of that number. At the Free School, however. the num 
ber on the register equals the number of places, and the average attendance. is 
is much as per cent.

We may 
observe that apparently the comparison is unfair, becanse members of Com- 
mittees’ donations to other schools are not excluded; but the argu- 
ment is. not affected) by the exaggeration. In spite of the contrary 
belief which prevails in some quartera, the School will) bear 
parison with other iastitutions of a liks character -in respect of economical 
Inanagement. Thus, excluding oflice expenses and the cost of the training 


schools, the cost of maintenance at the l'ree School Fis por head 
gainst £3 2s..10d. at the London School Board. The teaching stati cost 
£2 3s. 74d. per head on the average attendance of children, against the Londen 
School Board expenditure of £2 7s. 7d. per head. Nor must it be forgotten 
that the teaching staff of the Free School is, in point of. educational status, pro 
portionately superior to that of any Board School. There are on the establish- 
ment 40 certificated teachers, and more than that number of assistant and pupil 
teachers. Many of the male teachers, besides holding certificites, are graduates 
or undergraduates of the University of London, and many more are in training 
for degrees. 

Music and drawing, the latter kindly taught by Mr. B. §S. Marks, a member 
of the Committee, are regular subjects of instruction. “ Yet in spite of the 
varied and comprehensive character of the teaching the cry of over-pressure has 
never been raised at the Jews’ Free School.” The Committee suggest that the 
cause may in part be looked for in the fact that food and clothing are provided for 
necessitous children. Syinpathetic teaching, the report adds, also contributes to 
the good result, Especially is this the case in the. Girls’ School where the 
teachers are aided by a ‘“* Committee of kind and cultured ladies who give their 
time, their leisure, and their knowledge to irradiate and brighten the lives of 
the little children of their poorer sisters."’ Nor is the teaching of Hebrew and 
Religion in any wise neglected, as the Delegate Chicf Rabbi testiticd at the 
Annual Distribution of Prizes. Additional instruction in these subjects is given 
on Sundays, when the attendance averages as much as 2,950. “ It is sought not 
only to teach the children the language of Scripture, but also the ethics of Holy 
Writ. The religious teaching of the School aims at being more than a mere 
mechanical study of an ancient language. It also strives to inculcate those 
lofty principles of Judaism which make the children God-fearing men and 
women, imbued with the spirit of piety, of modesty, and of reverence.” 

With the quotation of these wise and. truly religious words, that so aptly 
express the spirit in which the Committee carry out their important labours, we 
take leave of this Report. Onthe ground not only of the earnestness and piety 
which it breathes and the lucidity which characterises it, but of the momentous- 
ness, nay, the solemnity of the cause it advocates, we strongly commend it to 
the attention and the sympathy of our readers.

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THE TRUE STORY OF THE TSCHIGIRIN 
AFFAIR, 
RUSSIAN JEWS UNJUSTLY CONVICTED,

St. PETERSBURG, APRIL 


It is still a characteristic of the Jewish community thronghout the world that 
it now and again produces men who participate in criminal deeds.. But such male- 
factors are distinguished from thuse of other creeds, not alone by ywantifati, but also 
gualitatio. Not solely the number of Jew ish transgressors against the law, but 
likewise the punishment meted out to them, compares favourably \ ith that given 
to non-Jewish criminals, This applies to the fullest extent to the Russian Jews, 
It is but rare that Jews in this country are sentence! to severe punishments, Yet 
at Tschigirin, within the past month, 10 Jews have been con lemned to one of the 
heaviest punishments known to our penal code, viz., seven persons | the loss of all 
civil rights and hard labour for eight years, and three others to five years, What 


a terrible crime must these unhappy individuals have committed How horribl 

and dangerous to the public weal must have been the offence of persons concemne d 


to such an exemplary punishment, and that, too, laacountry w here beasts in human 
form. who openly rebel in broad daylight, rob and murder. and outrage women and 
girls, escape, asa rule, with a ild sentence of a few days imprisonment pro-

nounced by a Justice of the Peace. such as we witnessed but too often at the time 
of the persecutions of the Jews. And yet our unfortunate fellow-Jews at Tschi- 
girin have, God be thanked, neither revolted nor rob ed, neither murdered nor Vio- 


lated ; they have not even disturbed pablic order, or annoyed any individua’s 
But there is « wide difference between them and the heroes of the anti-Jewish 
excesses. Whilst the latter were Russians of the orthodox faith, and the objects of 
their brutality mere Jews, the prisoners of Techigirin are themselves Jews, and the 
object of their offence a species of orthodox Christian in 
Jewess, whoee parents and relatives were so inhumanly obdurate as not to cast her 
off, but to take her to their hearts when she, in a repentant mood, sought protection 
at their hands against her harsh ‘Godfather.’ Hereio, as I shall show farther on, 
lies the entire eum of their crime. Even the Procureur of Kieff, who conducted 
the prosecution, did not feel certain in his mind as to the enormity of their offen 
for in his address to the jury at the Tschigirin Assizes (cons‘sting of seven illiterat: 
peasants and but three intelligent men) he mad 
much stress has for some time past been laid in the district of Kieff—that the Jews 
bitterly hate Christians, and eepecially baptised Jews, and that the Jewish * Kahal’ 
is so ompipotent as to hold within its clutches the most influential persons in U!

world, This argument naturally attained its desired effect, the more so since the 
accused, in their naive belief in their complete innocence, deemed it unnecessary to 
engage counsel for their defence, or to avail themselves of counsel offered by the 
Court. The only Advocate, Sokoluwsky, who watched the case on behalf of one of 
the prisoners considered it superfluous to address the Court, since the only important 
witness in the case, the girl Ewdokeia Schewtschenkowa, who was the victim of 
the alleged offence, fully and unreservedly withdrew all the statements she had 
previously made when examined by the Juge d'Instruction, These statements were 
to the effect that her parents and relatives attempted to coerce her t 
orthcdox Greek faith, and to return to her ancestra’ religion. She declared to the 
Court at Tschigirin that all her former assertions were lies, which she had invented 
through fear of her “ Godfather,” Under ordinary circumstances the charge would, 
eo ipso, have fallen to the ground. But the Procureurs at Kieff are mastersin their 
profession, when thes have to deal with Jews. It was a Procureur of Ki ff who, 
when prosecuting a number of ruftians for having taken part in anti-Jewish riots, 
described them as victims instead of persectors of the Jews; and he peaded 20 
strongly in their favour, that the prisoners were partly acquitted, partly sentenced 
to a ridiculously light term of imprisonment. |

As the arguments employed by Kieff attorneys, however convincing they may 
have been to a local jury, cannot be as clear to the readers of your journal [ deem 
it necessary,in order that they may better understand the grounds for the conviction 
of the ten Jews at Tschigrin to reproduce here the following article from the Rue. 
sian Code (Clause 2, in the introduction of the llth volume of Section 1): “ Ig 
the Ruesian Empire religious liberty is enjoyed not only by foreigners professing 
the Christian faith, but also by Jews, Mahomedans and heathens.”’ But the manner 
in which this tolerant principle ie interpreted may be gathered from Clause 4. 
reade as follows : “ Throughout the Empire Only the Established Orthodox Chureh 
has the right toconvert tothe acc ptance of its tea ‘things the followers of other 
Christian denominations and believers in other faiths (/ +. Jew s, Mahomelans and 
heathens). The clergy and laity of other Christian denominations and of believers 
in other faiths are forbidden to interfere in any way with the religious convictions 
of those differing from them in faith; any infringement of this prohibition will 
render them liable to prosecution as set forth in the Criminal Code.” Oj} thic latter

The actual offence of having enticed the girl by means of admonition or of 
exhortation was not even proved at the trial, The only witness who had made this 
allegation, Ewdokeia Schewtechenkowa (or, according to her Jewish name Schifra) 
herself, withdrew this charge at the trial, and she declared that at the time when 
she made her statement before the Juge d'Instruction she literally knew of nothing 
and that she made her prey ious declaration from fear lest she might be beaten by 
her Godfather : that «he of her own free will returned to her father, and that no 
one had persuaded or even counselled her to retura to Judaism, I quote these ex- 
pressions from the Aicw/anin, in which to my knowledge they alone appeared, As 
this journal is of a strongly anti-Semitic tendency, and.is not likely, therefore, to 
show any partiality for the Jews, [ have no reason to doubt the accuracy of the 
highly important statements which I have jast reproduced, Bat nothing availed ; 
the Jews must be punished,

On the lst of Mareh, I584, the young girl Schifra, a minor, daughter of the 
Jew Leiba Butowezky and his wife Chana, living with her parents at Boltiischka, 


in the district of Tschigirin. was received into the Christian faith by the priest of 
th Orthodox Greek (burch lita B wdanow, and assumed the name of Ewdokeia 
Sche wtschenkowa. and from that time she lived in the house of her godfather, a 


peasant of Boltiischka, named Emilian Schewtschenkow. On the 19th of June of 


same vear. Ewdokeia went to bathe and did not return. Her clothes, it is 
ilewed. were found on the shore. and it was. surmised, therefore, that she had been 


drowned. But en the ith of the following month a Jew, Gerschko Sokolowsky, 


uncle of the girl Ewdokeia, while on the way from Tschigirin to Priluk, halted at 

i village of Dsiuhbanowka., in the Government of Pultowa, and alighting from his 
cart, entrasted a young girl, who was no other than his niece, with the charge of 
iis property. Whilst the man was asleep, Ewdokeia held a conversation with some 
of the peasants of the place, to whom she related, among other matters, that she 
hal been baptised but had returned to the Jewish faith. After the uncte had 

ifliciently rested himself, he resumed his journey with his nieca, In the meantime 
the Starost of the place, informed of the facts, hastened after Sokolowsky and 
arrested both him and the girl. Before the Juge d'Instruction, Ewdokeia deposed 
that as she was bathing on the evening of the 19th June, her sister Rachel, who had 
also bathed, rushed in the direction of her home, and shortly afterwards a wagon, 
containing four Jews, was driven to the spot. These Jews seized her and carried 
her off in their couveyance. Among them she recognised her relatives, Iske Kras:ny 
aud his son Nachemja (residing at Alexandrowka, in the district of Tschigirin), who 
stripped her on the way and clothed her in garments which her brother Mosko and 
her sister Rachel hal brought’with them. Ono their arrival at night in Alexan- 
drowka two of the Jews disappeared ; but Nachemja and Iske Krassny brought her 
to the house of the latter's brother, where she was kept for two days in a cellar 
without food or drink. Daring the night, however, she was removed to a neigh- 
vbouring house, and placed under the surveillance of an old Jewess, named Sosje 
Scheneschewskaja, During her confinement in the cellar Nachemja Krassny pinched 
her on two occasions and pricked her with pins in order to force her to abjure 
Christianity. On the 2ist of June her uncle, Schrilik Balagur, at the request of 
Iske Krassuy, lent the latter bis horse. with the understanding that the girl was to 
be taken to a town in the neighbourhool of Tachigirin, Arrived at this town, she 
was placed by Mosko Badwetzky in charge of her relative, Feige Brodskaja, who 
kept her virtually in confinement for a week. during which time Feige and her 
sister-in-law, Mirja Brodsky, continually pressed the girl to cast Christianity adrift. 
Later on her father and her uncle Gerschko Sokolowsky arrived, and these 
brought her to Tschigirin. Outside the town her father ordered her to mount 
Sokolowsky s cart, aud after saying to the latter, “ Take her where you like so that 
I may Dever set eyes on her Sokolo wsky drove away. In reply to her inquiry 
whither he was conveying her, he answered to Pultowa, and then to the Don. On 
the third day, when passing through the village of Dsjubanowska, Ewdokeia, fearing 
that she would be forced to return to the Jewish religion, fled to the Starost and 
informed him that she had beea abducted by Jews, who had compelled.her to 
renounce Christianity. She then returned to her uncle, who before he left the 
place was placed under arrest. So far go the girl's statements before the Juge 
d'Instruction. 


The medical examination failed to dissover any traces of violence on the body of 
the gil. Of the ten witnesses summoned by the prosecution not a single one was able 
to prove that any physical force or even moral exhortation had been used to induce 
her to return to the ancestral belief, Theonly person who gave any evidence to 
this effect was the girl's godfather, Emilian Schewtechenkow—certainly not an 
unbiassed witness—and even he made his statement on the basis of a remark of one 
of the girl's relatives: “ Whatever you do she will remain with us." Thus the only 
witness left to prove the employment of force was Ewdokeia herself, and she, as I 
have already mentioned, withdrew all her previous declarations, which she admittel 
t have been a parcel of lies. As she has for the last three months been married to 
a poasant residing in a village in the Government of Cherson, and as the union isa 
very happy one, there isuo grouad to suspect the truth of her démenti. When s‘.¢ 
retracted all her charges, the Public Prosesutor himself was for the moment dis 
comtited, but he immediately took another tack and made use of the old argument of 
the omnipotence of the “ Kahal,” which had so terrorised over Ewdokeia as to force 
her to recall her original evidence. This argument proved so convincing to the 
ignorant jury that they found all the prisoners guilty, but with extenuating circum- 
s'ances, with the exception of Mirlja Brodsky, who was fully acquitted. The 
sentcnoes pronounced by the Court I have already stated.

With all due respect to the intelligence of Jewish children, I am 
hound to say it seems evident that the Rabbis thought the best means of arousing 
their curiosity was to experiment upon their appetites. Little children who grow 
familiar with the usual home routine on Sabbath and festival eves are treatelt> a 
very unusual experience on Seder evening. The father of the family comes home 
from synagogue and makes Kiddash, as usual, but the little ones are disappointed 
if they expect the customary substantial holiday meal to follow. All they receive 
is a little picce of green-stuff, and, so far as their eyes can see, there is nothing 
much more substantial on the table. Then the middle cake is exposed to viow and 
broken, but the expectan’ children get none of it, and it is hidden before their 7 ry 
eves. Then the dish is lifted away. Our modern lifting is not nearly such an 
important ceremony as it used to be. In the East and in olden times the table used 
to be taken bodily away. (Jn many old MS. Hagadahs there are instructions to 
that effect). The last hope of the little ones for anything to eat of course vanishes, 
with the table, and; their curiosity now fairly aroused, they soon asked “ Why is 

this night so different to any other?

THE APPRENTICESHIP SyYsTEM.—At the sitting on Monday, of the Eadow 
Schools Committee, Mr. Cunynghame, assistant commissioner appointed under th 
City of London Parochial Charities Act, gave evidence as to the state of the charities 
to which the act applied. He stated that with one exception the apprenticeship 
charities had been a great failure,and in many cases the funds had not been 
spent atall or had been wasted. The one exception was an example of brilliant 
success. It was that of the Jewish Board of Guardians, Devonshire Square, 
Bishopsgate, and the reason why the successes in the case of the Jewish Society had 
been fo brilliant was very instructive. The Society insisted upon every boy going 
upon a short probation to s e if he jiked the trade, and whether the master and he 
vot on well together, before the contract of apprenticeship was irrevocably 
closed. During his career, representatives from the society regularly inspected the 
place where he was apprenticed, heard any complaints he bad to make, got reports 
from his master about him. and generally watched over the youth. But in the other 
cases, the lad was simply apprenticed at haphazard, after a casual question to him- 
self what he would like to be, and a contract of apprenticeship was drawn out eta 
moment's notice without the lad having an opportunity of trying the trade. Being 
asked by Mr. J. G. Talbot, M.P., why the haphazard plan of apprenticeship should 
apply on'y to those who are not Jews, Mr.Cunynghame replied : “ Only because 
they administer their charities in that way. If we could find any bodies that were 
administering their charities (and they might dou so) in the way that the Jews doit 
with constant supervision, constantly looking after the boys, finding a gentleman, 
as among them gentlemen are to be found, who would go down week after week 
and spend a whole morning in investigating the special cases of these boys; if 
you could find that, this system would work well. 


At a meeting of the Board of Management of the New Synagogue held on the 
Lith inst., a vote of thanks was unanimously passed to Mr. Henry Peartree for the 
very valuable service he had rendered to the synagogue ae its Financial Representa- 
tive.
